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REGISTRATION DATA FOR CALIFORNIA INSTITUTIONS 
OF COLLEGIATE GRADE, FALL, 1947

For the seventh time the University of California Office of Relations 
with Schools presents data on enrollment in institutions of higher learning 
in the State of California.1 Instead of presenting the usual comments on 
these data, it has seemed wise to make some general and detailed remarks 
about methodology. These remarks will fall under two heads: reliability, 
and comparability. 

When the statement is made that a set of statistics is unreliable, it does 
not follow that the compilers were guilty either of carelessness or of dis- 
honesty. This may be illustrated by a few examples. If X University and Y 
University present figures for full-time students, these figures are reliable 
and hence comparable only if they were collected in the same way. This 
was strikingly demonstrated to the present writer when he received two 
different figures on enrollment in the University of California from the 
registrar and the chief accounting officer, respectively. The answer to the 
discrepancy lay in this: If John Jones is a student in the fall semester but not 
in the spring, whereas Susan Smith is a student in the spring semester but 
not in the fall, the registrar counts two students, since he is concerned with 
individual human beings whose names occupy different cards in his files. 
The chief accounting officer, however, is concerned with fees, and his 
norm is Richard Robinson who attends both fall and spring semesters. 
Robinson thus pays two fees, and to the chief accountant two fees equal 
one student. Thus John Jones and Susan Smith are to him one student. In 
other words, two different officers count in two different ways; both 
methods are reliable in themselves but not for comparative purposes. 
Another example came to the writer’s attention when data for a certain 
state college, as published by the State Department of Education, differed 
radically from the data as reported by the college itself. Inquiry showed 
that the college in question followed the quarter system, and the two 
sources reported for different quarters. Here arises a question: What 
quarter corresponds with a fall semester? Are we to assume that a quarter 
beginning in October corresponds to a fall semester beginning in Septem- 
ber? Probably we are, but which quarter, the January or the April, corres- 
ponds to a spring semester beginning in February and ending in June? 
Still a third example may be cited. The University of Southern California 
reported a figure for veteran enrollment (i.e. veteran students under

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Public Laws 16 or 346) in excess of the total enrollment of full-time stu- 
dents. This indicated merely that local administrative procedures in the 
University of Southern California differed from comparative procedures 
in, say, the University of California. In the University of California, part- 
time students are primarily a concern of University Extension, which is 
entirely separate from the registrar’s offices. Hence, part-time veterans 
were not reported by the University of California. But the University of 
Southern California reported its part-time veterans quite accurately in 
terms of its own procedures. These examples will illustrate how figures 
in themselves accurate can be unreliable for comparative purposes. 

Comment must be made on comparability itself. For example, Marin 
Junior College reported 745 freshmen for the fall of 1946, but did not 
report freshmen for 1947. It would appear obvious that we must subtract 
745 from the junior college total for 1946 in order to make it comparable 
with the total for 1947. There is an assumption implicit here, of course, 
namely, that if we had the figure for 1947 and included it, it would reflect 
the over-all percentage change rather than disturb it. This appears to be 
a reasonable assumption and we accept it, but the situation is not always 
so simple. What are we to do with new institutions? John Muir College in 
Pasadena opened in the fall of 1947 with a total enrollment of 1564 stu- 
dents. Shall we include this figure in the total of junior college enrollment 
for 1947 and use this total to compare with 1946? It is not easy to say “No.” 
If John Muir College had not opened, what would the enrollment in 
Pasadena City College have been? Certainly an unknown proportion of 
John Muir students would have gone to Pasadena, another unknown pro- 
portion would have gone somewhere else, and still a third proportion 
would not have gone to any institutions of higher education. To omit the 
John Muir figures would be to distort the over-all picture of percentage 
change in junior college enrollment. Yet their inclusion probably distorts 
the picture too. These figures are included in the present report on the 
ground that the distortion is thus less. These two examples will show, how- 
ever, that comparisons involve problems to which there are no easy 
answers. 

In calling attention to these matters, the Office of Relations with 
Schools does not wish to imply that its statistics are worthless but only 
that those people who employ them should be aware of the difficulties 
underlying their collection, and consequently observe proper caution 
in using them. 

How can these difficulties be overcome? It seems to the present writer 
that the answer lies in an official statistical agency empowered to collect 
data according to standardized procedures. The value of such data need 
not be questioned. The use made, in the recent survey of higher education 
in California,” of the statistics published by the Office of Relations with

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Schools shows the need for such material. The recommendation of that 
survey for continuing study of educational needs gives force, the present 
writer believes, to the proposal for an official statistical agency. Such an 
agency should have an advisory board to determine first of all what the 
needs for statistical data are in terms of the use to be made of them. Then 
standardized procedures should be developed for collecting and reporting 
data. Finally, systematic forms for presenting and summarizing the results 
should be set up. Nor should information be limited to enrollments. 
Estimates of future population and future enrollments should be made. In 
this task the work of the Bureau of Education Research of the State 
Department of Education should be an integral and essential part of the 
total picture. 

To return to the main purpose of this article, Table 1 presents enroll- 
ment data for the fall of 1946 and the fall of 1947. Table 2 gives the per- 
centage changes for each year over the preceding year by classes of insti- 
tutions from 1941 to the present, and changes over the period 1940 to 1947. 
Table 2 employs comparable totals as explained above, and they should 
be used with the cautions already adverted to. In all tables, the term 
“veteran” covers only students receiving aid under Public Laws 16 
and 346.

ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINIONS 


Residence of Minors for Purposes of Education Code 


For the purposes of the Education Code, the residence of a minor 
living away from his parents is as follows: 

1. If the minor is living with persons permanently and under their full 
control or charge, the “residence” is the place where the minor is actually living, 
regardless of the reasons for which he is living away from his parents. 

2. If the minor is living with persons temporarily and not under their full 
control or charge, but for other than merely educational purposes, the “resi- 
dence” of the minor is likewise the place where he is actually living. 

3. If the minor is living with persons temporarily, not under their full con- 
trol or charge, and for educational purposes only, the minor’s “residence” is that 
of his parents, or of such other persons as have control or charge of the minor, 
and not the place where the minor is actually living. 


Such a minor has the right to attend school in the district in which 
he has his residence under the rules stated above. The governing board of 
the school district in which the minor is living may determine whether 
the minor is living within the district for educational purposes and there- 
fore does not have a “residence” in the district for the purposes of the 
Education Code. (AGO 47-241; 11 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 59.) 


Authority of County Superintendent of Schools to Make Purchases 
to Be Paid for From County School Service Fund Without Purchasing 
Through County Purchasing Agent or Calling for Bids 


There is no provision of law requiring a county superintendent of 
schools in purchasing supplies, materials, or equipment to be paid for from 
the county school service fund to advertise for bids and purchase from 
the lowest responsible bidder or to purchase through the county purchas- 
ing agent. (AGO 48-22; 11 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 65.)

NATIONAL CITIZENSHIP DAY 


In 1948, “I Am an American” Day, or Citizenship Day, will fall on 
Sunday, May 16. This will be the occasion of community ceremonies all 
over the nation to welcome “new citizens” and “new voters,” to give them 
an initial impetus into responsible citizenship that will emphasize the 
significance of their new status and make them more eager to share in the 
duties of citizenship, both local and national. The occasion is one that 
gives opportunity for rededication of all citizens to the task of living in 
accordance with American ideals and of making their communities better 
examples of American democracy. School observances are held either in 
the week preceding “I Am an American” Day, which is usually designated 
as National Citizenship Week, or during the week immediately following. 
Local offices of the federal Immigration and Naturalization Service will 
co-operate in planning or conducting appropriate ceremonies, and will 
provide lists of newly naturalized citizens who should be invited to attend. 


SPECIAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR SCHOOL PERSONNEL 
IN SUMMER SESSIONS, 1948 


Special features offered in college and university summer sessions for 
1948 are summarized in the following paragraphs compiled from letters, 
clippings, and leaflets supplied by the institutions mentioned. No attempt 
has been made to include the usual summer courses, which are fully 


described in summer school catalogs. 


Demonstration Schools and General Education Workshops 

The University of California, Berkeley, will maintain a DEMONSTRATION 
ELEMENTARY SCHOOL at the Whittier-University Elementary School near the 
University campus during the first summer session, June 21 to July 31, providing 
practical demonstration of modern school procedures from 9 to 12 daily. The fee for 
pupils is $15 for the 6 weeks’ session. 

A DEMONSTRATION SECONDARY SCHOOL will be in session at the 
Technical High School in Oakland. This will provide summer schooling for high 
school boys and girls and demonstration classes for the University’s School of Edu- 
cation. The school will be open from June 23 to August 15, five days a week from 
7:50 to 2:30. High school students will be accepted from any school district for enroll- 
ment in one to four subjects. The fee for the 8 weeks’ session is $10 per course. 

The class work in these demonstration schools will be observed by teachers, 
principals, supervisors, and superintendents enrolled in education courses and will 
also be open for observation to other visitors on the campus. 

The ELEMENTARY EDUCATION WORKSHOP (Ed. 133, 4 units) will be 
in operation June 21 to July 31, from 1 to 3 p.m. on the campus, with observations 
during morning hours at the Whittier-University Elementary School. The workshop 
will permit study of problems in elementary education by means of group discus- 
sions, individual conferences, participation in creative activities, and observation in 
the Demonstration Elementary School. Opportunity will be provided for specializa- 
tion in the preparation of curricular material. 
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The University of California, Los Angeles, will maintain a DEMONSTRA- 
TION ELEMENTARY SCHOOL in the first summer session, June 21 to July 31, 
9 to 12 daily. It will comprise a complete elementary school unit from the nursery 
school through the sixth grade. The classwork will be observed by elementary school 
teachers, principals, supervisors, and superintendents enrolled in courses dealing with 
the curriculum of or the supervision of the elementary school. Enrollment of children 
in the Demonstration School should be secured by application in advance. Fees for 
the session are $80 for nursery school, $20 for kindergarten, and $15 for grades 1 to 6. 


The first summer session at Los Angeles will also provide two sections of 
WORKSHOP IN THE ELEMENTARY CURRICULUM, one for teachers 
interested in problems in teaching the tool subjects, and the other for problems in 
teaching of natural and social sciences. The workshops carry 2 to 4 units of credit each. 


The University of California, Santa Barbara, will also have a DEMONSTRA- 
TION SCHOOL embracing the Kindergarten and grades 1 through 6, in session 
daily from 9 to 12, June 22 through July 30. The program is designed to illustrate the 
best practices in kindergarten, primary, and intermediate grades and to show how 
remedial work may be carried on by the regular classroom teacher under normal 
conditions. Children should be enrolled in advance. The fee for 6 weeks is $20 per 
pupil in the kindergarten, first or second grades, and $15 for each pupil in the third 
through sixth grades. 


San Diego State College will operate its Campus DEMONSTRATION 
SCHOOL June 21 to July 30. This will include kindergarten and grades 1 through 6. 
In addition, there will be a special demonstration school for mentally retarded 
children. 


The EDUCATION WORKSHOP for teachers in both ELEMENTARY and 
SECONDARY schools (June 21-July 30, 6 units) will be concerned with social 
dynamics and the psychology of human relations. Reservations for enrollment must 
be made in advance. 


San Francisco State College announces a DEMONSTRATION SCHOOL of 
five classrooms, to be maintained June 28 to August 6, primarily for correlation with 
a series of ten WORKSHOP SEMINARS (3 units each) in which workshop 
technique will be adapted to meet the needs of elementary personnel. 


San Jose State College will feature a DEMONSTRATION SCHOOL compris- 
ing kindergarten and grades 1 through 8. Certain rooms in the school will work out 
units of historical interest in connection with the California Centennial theme. 


Mills College summer session, July 3 to August 14, will emphasize early child- 
hood education, providing opportunity for directed teaching in Mills Children’s 
School and guided observation in a KINDERGARTEN WORKSHOP to be main- 
tained for the first time this summer at the John Swett Elementary School near the 
campus. <9 , 


' The Stockton Unified School District will co-operate with the School of Educa- 
tion at the College of the Pacific by maintaining an ELEMENTARY SUMMER 
SCHOOL in the Woodrow Wilson Elementary School, June 21 to July 23. Two 
sections of kindergarten and two of each grade, 1 through 7, will be provided, ong 
section to serve for observation, the other for directed teaching. ; 
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For the sixth consecutive year, students attending the summer session at Univer- 
sity of Redlands will have an opportunity for observation in the DEMONSTRA- 
TION ELEMENTARY SCHOOL to be conducted 9 to 12 daily in the Franklin 
School building near the campus, June 21 to July 23. Six groups of children will be 
enrolled, including kindergarten, first grade through fourth, and a combination of fifth 


and sixth graders. 


Occidental College will maintain two DEMONSTRATION SCHOOLS, one 
at Eagle Rock Elementary School and the other at Eagle Rock High School. Special 
workshops will be offered, affording opportunity for participation in elementary 
school work, especially in physical education activities, social studies, and languages. 


Special Summer Work for Emergency Teachers 


The University of California, Berkeley, offers a special summer INSTITUTE 
FOR EMERGENCY ELEMENTARY TEACHERS, June 21 to August 20. The fee 
is $50 (8 units). This program is offered in response to urgent requests from school 
superintendents in California to meet the shortage of elementary teachers. Students 
with junior standing or above will be eligible for admission. The Institute is held under 
the auspices of the School of Education and the Division of Education Extension. 


‘Humboldt State College offers a WORKSHOP IN GENERAL ELEMEN- 
TARY PROBLEMS, June 21 to July 30, particularly for emergency teachers or others 
who have never enrolled in a workshop before. Courses for kindergarten teachers 


are also emphasized. 


An off-campus SUMMER SESSION EDUCATION WORKSHOP is pro- 
vided by San Francisco State College, to be held at Modesto, June 21 to July 31, under 
the direction of Wayne McIntire, for emergency teachers in Stanislaus and adjacent 
counties. Six units of credit may be earned in this session. The fees are $30 for 6 units, 
$6 per unit for four units or less. This workshop is part of a long-term program for 
the improvement of teaching planned co-operatively by the San Francisco State 
College, Modesto Public Schools, and the office of Stanislaus County Superintendent 
of Schools. Inquiries concerning this session should be: directed to Mrs. Margaret 
Annear, County Superintendent of Schools, Modesto. 


San Francisco State College is also sponsoring a 4-week session of summer train- 
ing for emergency teachers at Santa Rosa, June 28 to July 23. The fees are $6 per unit. 
Applications should be directed to Charles W. Wiggins, County Superintendent of 
Schools, Santa Rosa. 


The University of Southern California offers a 12-week program, June 7 to 
August 27, especially for EMERGENCY TEACHERS, combining education courses 
with observation and directed teaching in early childhood education or elementary 
school education. Reduced tuition rates are provided for teachers. os 


The School of Education at the College of the Pacific will give special counsel 
and assistance to students desiring to enter the EMERGENCY TEACHER EDUCA- 
TION program or to qualify for the PROVISIONAL GENERAL ELEMENTARY 
CREDENTIAL. Courses are provided for these groups in both summer sessions, 


June 22 to July 23, and July 26 to August 27,

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Administration and Supervision 


The University of California, Berkeley, and the State Department of Education 
are co-operating as sponsors of the ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPALS’ 
WORKSHOP to be offered on the Berkeley campus, June 26 to July 17 (3 units). 
The facilities of the Whittier-University Elementary School will be available to 
participants in the workshop. Outstanding educators have been invited to represent 
the fields of early childhood education, parent education, audio-visual education, 
schoolhouse planning, and health. Plans for the workshop include directed observa- 
tion, critical evaluation of teaching procedures, opportunity to work on individual 
problems and to acquire practice in group skills. The tuition fee is $20 for those not 
otherwise enrolled in summer session. 


The regular annual summer CONFERENCE ON ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
SUPERVISION will be held at the University of California, Los Angeles, July 12-30, 
1948. Helen Heffernan, Assistant Division Chief, Elementary Education, State Depart- 
ment of Education, will direct the conference. Opportunity will be provided for 
participants to observe at the Summer Demonstration Elementary School for two 
hours each day. Observation will be followed by a one-hour evaluation period. After- 
noon sessions of the conference will be devoted to supervision of the social studies in 
the elementary school as the major topic of emphasis. Discussion leaders will be avail- 
able for four hours each during the conference to discuss the following problems: 


1. What the supervisor can do to promote a program of parent education 

2. The education of the slow learner 

3. Problems of organization in curriculum in kindergarten and primary grades 
. Helping teachers meet problems of unadjusted children 

5. Intercultural education in the elementary school 

6. Audio-visual aids which contribute to in-service education of teachers

The SCHOOL EXECUTIVES’ TENTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE will be 
conducted on the Los Angeles campus of the University of California for a period of 
three days during the week of July 5. It will be under the leadership of Lloyd N.

An advanced seminar organized as a CONFERENCE LABORATORY IN

A two-day CONFERENCE FOR SUPERVISORS. AND ADMINISTRA- 
TORS will be held at the University of Redlands, July 1 and 2. Problems will be dis- 
cussed by participating supervisors and administrators, with assistance of authorities 
in the field. Arthur G. Hoff, Associate Professor of Education, will be in charge of 
the conference. There will be no registration fee. Lodging will be provided at a 
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nominal fee for those who desire it, and cafeteria-style meals will be available in the 
air-conditioned University Commons dining room. All those interested are cordially 
invited to attend. 


The Claremont College Summer Session, June 21 to July 30, has announced an 
advanced seminar on SCHOOL ADMINISTRATION AND SOCIAL POLICY, to 
be conducted by John Lund, specialist in the teaching of school administration of the 
United States Office of Education. 


The College of the Pacific will present its second ANNUAL SUMMER CON- 
FERENCE FOR SCHOOL PRINCIPALS July 6, 7, and 8, 1948. Four 90-minute 
periods daily will be scheduled, each divided between a formal presentation by a 
speaker and discussion led by the speaker. The registration fee of $5 covers admission 
and a syllabus containing an abstract of each speaker’s presentation, with up-to-date 
bibliography. 


Guidance and Counseling 


The School of Education at Stanford University has set up two 4-week WORK- 
SHOPS IN GUIDANCE for its summer term. The INTRODUCTORY GUID- 
ANCE WORKSHOP, June 17 to July 16, will give a comprehensive review of recent 
trends in the study of child growth and development. Training and experience in 
guidance work are prerequisites for admission. The ADVANCED GUIDANCE 
WORKSHOP, July 19 to August 14, will provide opportunity for extensive and 
intensive study of guidance practices, counseling techniques, and evaluative research. 
Full-time counselors, directors or supervisors of guidance, and others experienced in 
guidance or psychology will be admitted. Enrollment in each workshop will be 
limited to 35. 


A WORKSHOP IN GUIDANCE to be conducted June 21 to July 31 at the 
University of Southern California will provide opportunities for experienced coun- 
selors to engage in intensive study of practical problems. The workshop will meet 5 
afternoons a week for 3 hours, yielding a maximum credit of 4 units. Enrollment will 
be limited to 30 selected graduate students. 


In addition to the Workshop, 7 courses are offered in the field of counseling and 
guidance on the graduate level. 


A special CONFERENCE ON GUIDANCE AND PERSONNEL WORK 
will be sponsored by the School of Education during this session. Details will be 
available after June 15. 


A CONFERENCE ON COUNSELING AND GUIDANCE at San Diego 
State College, June 28 to July 2 (1 unit), presents an opportunity for counselors, per- 
sonnel workers, and other interested persons to attend lectures and confer together 
‘on current problems in this field. 


San Francisco State College offers a Workshop Seminar that will be actively 
concerned with problems in the area of CHILD GROWTH AND DEVELOP- 


MENT. 
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A WORKSHOP IN COUNSELING AND GUIDANCE will be given as a 
new program of the Mills College summer session, July 3 to August 14. The program 
is designed for those who wish to qualify for such positions as dean of men or 
women, director of residence, or personnel officer in schools and colleges and youth- 
serving agencies. Part of the work will deal with the philosophy and techniques of 
personnel work; part with the organization and administration of a high school per- 
sonnel program; and part will be focused upon college programs of admission and 
orientation and extracurricular activities. 


Claremont College Summer Session has scheduled a CONFERENCE ON 
YOUTH WELFARE, July 6 to 10. This conference, jointly sponsored by the Cali- 
fornia Youth Authority, will have as its theme: “Moving Ahead: Case Studies in 
California Communities.” 


University of California, Berkeley, has announced a 6-week TRAINING 
CENTER IN FAMILY LIFE, HEALTH, AND SOCIAL RELATIONS (Ed. 121, 
4 units), to be conducted on the Berkeley campus, June 21 to July 31. This is the 
course established in 1947 by the late Dr. Noel Keys, who designed it for high school 
and college teachers, counselors, nurses, parent educators, supervisors, and community 
health workers. Enrollment will be open to 200 selected persons. For information 
about fellowships offered in family life education at the Training Center, inquiries 
should be addressed to Richard A. Koch, M.D., Secretary-Treasurer of the Advisory 
Committee, 125 Vale Avenue, San Francisco 16. 


The University will also conduct on its Berkeley campus an INSTITUTE ON 
YOUTH AND MARRIAGE TODAY, June 23 to July 23, consisting of a series of 
lectures dealing with marriage education. The fee for persons enrolled in the Univer- 
sity is $3; for the general public, $5. 


The SECOND CONFERENCE ON HOME-SCHOOL RELATIONSHIPS 
will be presented by University of California Extension on the Berkeley campus, 
June 15 to 19, in co-operation with the California Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
the State Department of Education, and the University School of Education. The fee 
will be $10. 


Audio-Visual-Radio Education 


Superintendent of Public Instruction Roy E. Simpson has announced a 2-week 
SUMMER WORKSHOP FOR CURRICULUM AND AUDIO-VISUAL DIREC- 
TORS, to be held August 2 through 13 at Donner Summit Lodge, Soda Springs, Cali- 
fornia. The workshop will be conducted under the direction of San Francisco State 
College, in co-operation with the State Department of Education. Following recom- 
mendations of those attending the 1947 summer workshop at San Diego, emphasis 
will be placed upon curriculum relationships of audio-visual materials. Opportunity 
will be given for work on pressing problems of policy and development. of the 
potentialities of audio-visual education as an integral part of the instructional program. 
Because of limited facilities, enrollment must be limited to 125 participants. Priority 
for attendance will be given to school systems wishing to send teams, that is, a cur- 
riculum director and an audio-visual director. Camping facilities are available within 
a few miles of Summit Lodge, so that any participant in the workshop may arrange 
a concurrent 2-week mountain vacation for his family. Detailed information about

University of California Extension at Los Angeles, and the National Broadcast- 
ing Company, Western Division, are joint sponsors of a RADIO INSTITUTE to be 
conducted June 21 to July 30 in the NBC Studio in Hollywood.

San Jose State College offers a modified WORKSHOP IN AUDIO-VISUAL 
AIDS, June 28-August 6 (3 units), designed to develop competence on the part of 
teachers in the use of audio-visual materials and equipment. 


Claremont College will have a special workshop, June 21 to July 30, on AUDIO- 
VISUAL AIDS TO LEARNING. 


College of the Pacific is making its new frequency-modulation broadcasting 
facilities available for study and for discussion of the problems of broadcasting in the 
public interest. A WORKSHOP IN EDUCATIONAL RADIO will be conducted 


during the first summer session, June 22 to July 23. 
Occidental College will emphasize AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION this sum- 


mer, offering special laboratory experience and lectures with a visiting staff of experts 
in this field. An institute session will be held on the RADIO AND RECORDING 


phases of audio-visual education for schools. 


The University of Redlands lists four sections of an introductory summer course 
in AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION, June 14 to 23, and an INSTITUTE IN 
AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION from July 26 to August 7. 


Stanford University offers two courses in AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION for 
the summer quarter of 1948, one of which is a laboratory course yielding 2 to 6 
semester units. Supplementing a cataloged offering of 9 upper division courses in 
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RADIO, one of which will be a combined lecture and workshop dealing with radio 
for the classroom teacher, the Department of Speech and Drama will conduct its sixth 
SUMMER RADIO INSTITUTE. The previous five institutes have been sponsored 
jointly by the University and the National Broadcasting Company. Institute support 
and sponsorship in the forthcoming summer will be expanded to become industry- 
wide, thereby enhancing the opportunities for training. A special institute bulletin 
contains descriptions of course offerings. 


The University of Southern California will operate a TEACHERS RADIO 
WORKSHOP, June 21 to July 31 (6 units), devoted to radio music, writing, acting 
and production. Various methods of directing and using radio programs will be pre- 
sented with the cooperation of radio networks ABC, CBS, MBS, and NBC. Applica- 
tions for enrollment should be sent to the Director of Radio, University of Southern 
California, Los Angeles 7, not later than June 1. 


Special Education 


A new program for the training of teachers of EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN 
has been inaugurated at San Francisco State College. The summer program for 1948 
(June 28 to August 6) will include offerings to train teachers of the physically handi- 
capped, the mentally retarded, the visually handicapped, the hard of hearing, and in 
speech correction. Courses will be offered on a workshop-seminar basis, with ample 
opportunity for observation and clinical training. A demonstration class in education 
of the mentally retarded will be in session, correlated with a workshop (3 to 6 units) 
for experienced teachers in this field. Facilities of local hospitals, city schools, and the 
School for Cerebral Palsied Children at Redwood City will be fully utilized. Inquiries 
should be addressed to Leo F. Cain, Director of Special Education Department, 124 
Buchanan Street, San Francisco 2. 


Claremont College summer school, June 21 to July 30, has scheduled a workshop 
course in AURAL PROBLEMS IN EDUCATION for consideration of the various 
aspects of speech and hearing as they affect school performance. Laboratory work in 
school audiometry will be included. Claremont also offers a WORKSHOP ON THE 
EDUCATIONAL NEEDS OF ATYPICAL CHILDREN, and 2 WORKSHOP 
ON THE SUBNORMAL AND RETARDED CHILD with a related demonstra- 
tion class. 


The University of California, Berkeley, will offer work for teachers who wish 
to specialize in the education of cerebral palsied children. EDUCATIONAL TREAT- 
MENT OF CHILDREN WITH CEREBRAL PALSY (Ed. 379) will be taught by 
Mrs. Mildred Shriner in the first summer session. Work is also being offered in 
Mental Hygiene, Teaching of Exceptional Children, Correction of Speech Disorders, 
and Principles of Teaching the Slow Learner. 


At the University of California, Santa Barbara, a CLINICAL SCHOOL in the 
first summer session, June 22 to July 30, will have a special division for children 
having defects of speech and hearing. 


The University of Southern California offers summer work in SPEECH EDU- 
CATION, June 21 to July 31, under the direction of Conrad F. Wedberg of the 
University School of Speech, who is also Field Representative in Speech Correction © 
of the State Department of Education. Available courses include Lip Reading Instruc- 
tion, Introduction to Speech Correction and Aural Rehabilitation, Clinical Techniques 
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in Speech and Hearing, Psychological Problems of Speech and Hearing. Visiting 
instructors will be Wendell Johnson, Director of the Speech Clinic at the State 
University of Iowa; Alonzo Morley of Brigham Young University; and Robert Clark 
of the University of Oregon. 


The College of the Pacific will offer a summer program in SPEECH CORREC- 
TION, combining course work in both summer sessions with actual experience in 
treatment of all types of speech defects. Dormitory accommodations are available 
for both children and adults. Detailed information may be secured by addressing 
Edward S. Betz, acting chairman of the Speech Department. 


Fifteen mature advanced or graduate students with a background in psychology 
will be accepted in a 10-week course in CLINICAL EXPERIENCE AND THEORY 
OF ADJUSTMENT to be offered June 22 to August 27 by the Department of 
Psychology of the College of the Pacific in co-operation with Stockton State Hospital. 
Students will enroll in a daily seminar and will also work as volunteer aides in the 
hospital, preparing case histories and participating in a program of therapy and in 
clinical staff meetings. A chief aim of the course is to understand mental illness and 
how it may be prevented.

University of California Extension announces a SCHOOL HEALTH INSTI- 
TUTE (XB-151) on the Berkeley campus, June 21 through July 9, to be conducted in 
co-operation with the State Joint Committze on School Health (State Department 
of Education and State Department of Public Health). The program is planned for 
school administrators, curriculum directors, elementary school supervisors, health 
co-ordinators, supervisors and teachers of health and physical education, nurses serv- 
ing the school-age child, nutritionists, school physicians, health officers, and voluntary 
agency workers—all those who are responsible for or contribute to the school health 
program. Three semester units of upper division credit may be earned, although many 
participants will not wish to work for credit. The tuition fee will be $15. 


The University of Redlands offers a workshop announced as NARCOTIC 
EDUCATION, which will meet from 8 to 12 daily, June 14 to 25. The subject matter 
covered will include the nature of beverage alcohol and its physical, psychological, 
social, and economic effects on the human organism. An attempt will be made to 
work out a course of study as a guide in teaching this subject matter. The object of 
the program is stated to be the qualifying of teachers to comply better with the legal 
requirement that this subject matter be taught in the public schools of California. 


A Workshop Seminar at San Francisco State College, June 28 to August 6, will 
be focused on the content and techniques of teaching HEALTH and SCIENCE in 
elementary schools. 

Stanford University announces a 2-week WORKSHOP IN NUTRITION to 
be held August 16 to 28, under the auspices of the Stanford Division of Field Studies, a 
service organization conducted by the School of Education. Oliver E. Byrd, Professor 
of Health Education, will direct the workshop. The program is intended primarily 
for elementary school teachers, supervisor of health education and curriculum, 
nutrition specialists, and school administrators. The workshop is supported by a 
grant from General Mills, and is tuition free. It will yield 4 semester units of credit. 
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Driver Education 


The Department of Institutes at University of California, Los Angeles, is 
announcing an intensive 40-hour INSTITUTE ON DRIVER EDUCATION for 
curriculum co-ordinators and college instructors, to be held on the Los Angeles 
campus, June 14 through 18.

Casas Grandes High School in Nueva Casas Grandes, Chihuahua, Mexico, will 
remain open throughout the summer of 1948 to conduct an experiment in education 
in which only Spanish and English will be taught. Spanish-speaking and English- 
speaking students will be seated alternately in the classrooms, and both languages 
will be taught at the same time. Teachers and mature students will be admitted. 
Tuition will be $25, transportation from El Paso about $5. Opportunity will be 
afforded for selected students to live in homes in the community as summer guests, 
tutoring in exchange for board and room. 


Nature Study 


Chico State College will grant college credit this summer for work done at 
EAGLE LAKE BIOLOGICAL FIELD SCHOOL, June 14 to July 23. Courses will 
be conducted in Natural History of the Vertebrates, Field Biology, and Aquatic 
Biology. The school will be located in a camp at Spalding’s, on the west side of 
Eagle Lake in Lassen County, 18 miles north of Susanville. The lake was chosen 
as a site for biological study because it is of ancient origin and is situated geographic- 
ally so that one end is in forested mountains and the other end spread out over a 
desert. As it is on the bird flyways, there are many migratory species in addition to 
abundant and varied resident wildlife. Courses offered will be suitable for biology 
majors, general students who wish field biology experience, elementary school 
teachers, and high school biology teachers. The camp is conducted on a co-operative 
basis, work and expense being shared by all members. Housing for the session will 
cost $20 per person, food about $10 per person per week. Applications and requests 
for further information should be addressed to Vesta Holt, Director of Eagle Lake 
Biological Field School, Chico State College. 


Humboldt State College has scheduled a summer workshop in CONSERVA-

2-week sessions are scheduled during the period from June 20 to August 28. The 
purpose of the camp is to aid school administrators and teachers, youth organization 
leaders, conservation chairmen of clubs, and others to present nature and conserva- 
tion subjects more effectively and thus to aid in arousing public appreciation of the 
value of conservation. Subjects will include birds, plants, insects and other inverte- 
brates, and vertebrates. Instruction will be from the ecological approach, given by 
competent naturalists in such a way as to serve as demonstration of teaching tech- 
niques, and will be conducted out-of-doors. The fee of $75 covers cost of tuition, 
board and lodging, and transportation on scheduled field trips. Details regarding 
enrollment, deposits, etc., may be secured by addressing Mrs. Ethel E. Richardson, 
887 Indian Rock Avenue, Berkeley 7.

techniques of interviewing; elements of a public relations program for schools. 

A short course in CHRISTIAN EDUCATION IN THE LOCAL CHURCH, 
formerly referred to as a “Workshop in Sunday School Teaching,” will be held 
at the University of Redlands, August 9 to 21. . 


Two special WORKSHOPS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL EDUCA- 
TION, held this year for the first time, will be of particular interest to vocational 
trade and industrial teachers. They will be held at the University of California, 
Berkeley, and the University of California, Los Angeles, from June 21 to July 31. 

Through these workshops, instructors will combine summer employment in 
their trade fields with organized group instruction, for the purpose of bringing to 
their courses of study and instructional techniques the most recent advances in their 
trade fields and in educational practice. 

Participation will be limited to trade and industrial teachers who have completed 
the basic 22 units of the trade and industrial teacher-training curriculum and who 
are able to obtain summer employment offering practical experience in their trades.
